TOP names in the world 
of cycling are set to race 
through Hackney this 
summer as the Tour de 


France comes to London. 

On 7 July cyclists will ride 
through Ruckholt Road, East 
Way and Waterden Road in 


Flackney Wick. They will then 
whizz through Queen Elizabeth 
Olympic Park, before heading 
to Central London. 


Jules Pipe, Mayor of Flackney, 
said: “It’s fantastic that such a 
prestigious event is coming to 
East London, and only right that 


it passes through Flackney, the 
capital’s number one borough 
for cycling.”

T HE Council has joined 

forces with Her Majesty’s 
Revenue and Customs 
(HMRC) in a crackdown 
on businesses that don’t pay the 
national minimum wage. 

Some 40 Hackney businesses 
have been visited by HMRC, 
with a quarter caught not paying 
the minimum wage. Individuals 
and businesses under-declaring 
earnings, or not meeting legal tax 
responsibilities were identified. 

Twenty one takeaways were 
visited in a joint operation on 
19 March. Four businesses were 
failing to pay five workers the 
minimum wage. In addition, none 


were VAT registered, and officers 
found income tax irregularities, 
including one business that had 
never declared income tax, despite 
trading for over 10 years. Over 
half of the businesses had no 
records of sales or takings. 

Mayor of Hackney, Jules Pipe, 
said: “Through joint operations 
like this we are catching those 
employers continuing to flout the 
law by not paying their employees 
at least the national minimum 
wage. The Council also remains 
committed to making Hackney a 
fair pay borough, where nobody is 
expected to do a hard day’s work 
for less than they can live on.”

Council officers also recorded a 
total of 241 environmental health 
check list failures including no 
formal food hygiene training; or 
pest control arrangements; not 
displaying a premises licence; 
and operating after 11pm. Follow 
up visits by Council staff are 
planned to ensure these issues 
have been resolved. 

During an earlier operation on 
11 March, teams visited 19 phone 
shops. Officers from HMRC 
identified six premises failing to 
pay eight workers the national 
minimum wage. In addition, they 
discovered nine VAT irregularities, 
four in relation to income tax 


self assessment and 13 for pay as 
you earn. One business had no 
toilets for staff, two had no water 
provision, and six had electrical 
safety issues. 

Home Office Immigration 
Enforcement teams also made 17 
arrests over the two days. 

Minimum wage enforcement is 
planned in upcoming months.

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Betting shop changes

T HIS month’s Budget 
announcement 
of a consultation 
on reforming the 
planning system could 
boost a campaign to limit 
the number of betting 
shops in the borough. 

The Council is calling for 
local authorities to be given 
more control over when 
and where bookies can 
open, with 65 operating in 
Hackney, including eight in 
one street alone. 

It is hoped that the 
Government consultation 
could lead to a change 
in planning laws that 
would give residents and 
councillors more say over 
future applications to open 
betting shops. The potential 
impact a new betting shop 
may have on an area would 
become a factor on whether 
or not it gets approval. 

There is concern about 
the number of betting shops 
in high streets across the 
country, and frustration 
felt by local authorities 
and residents alike that 


prevailing guidance 
allows betting shops to 
open in a wide range of 
premises without planning 
permission. 

Under existing guidelines 
betting shops are classed as 
A2 - financial and 
professional 
services - 
meaning 
they can 
open 
without 
planning 
permission 
in premises 
which 

previously housed a 
similar venture, like a bank 
or an estate agent. 

Planning rules also state 
an A2 class business can 
open without permission 
in existing A3, A4 and 


A5 premises, expanding 
the field to include pubs, 
restaurants, cafes and hot 
food takeaways. 

Mayor of Hackney, 

Jules Pipe, said: “If this 
consultation opens the 
door for councils to 
be given more 
control over 
betting shops 
then that’s 
good news. 
However, if 
the Budget’s 
general tone 
of planning 
liberalisation seeks 
to make it even easier 
for betting shops to open 
this would be something we 
will vehemently oppose. 

“For too many years 
councils have been left 
powerless to stop betting 


shops blighting their 
high streets, much to the 
frustration of our residents. 

“They’re sapping the 
vibrancy and variety 
from our high streets, and 
squeeze out potential local 
enterprises which could use 
the premises for something 
positive and constructive.” 

Earlier this year Hackney, 
with the support of 
councils across London 
and a further 35 authorities 
outside the capital, 
submitted a proposal to 
give betting shops their 
own classification, as with 
nightclubs and casinos. An 
online petition was launched 
encouraging the public to 
show their support. At the 
time Hackney Today went 
to press, it had nearly 1,000 
signatures.

Volunteers from event 
sponsors KPMG were 
brought into the academy 
to work with pupils to 
raise their confidence and 


aspirations, while helping 
them with the literacy skills 
they need to get a job. 

Katie Blythe, 14, said: 
“Before the project, I didn’t 
like to speak in front of 
people and I wasn’t always 
confident to share my ideas. 
Now I feel much more able 
to speak out. I also feel like 
I know more about what to 
expect when I leave school 
and that I will find it easier 
to get a job.”

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Tour de France hits 


T HE world’s top 

cyclists will whizz 
their way through 
the streets of 
Hackney this summer as 
the Tour de France comes 
to London. 

The first three stages - 
known as the Grand Depart 
- of the prestigious race will 
take place in the UK. 

The world’s largest 
annual cycling event will hit 
the capital on Monday, 7 
July, when it passes through 
Ruckholt Road, East Way 
and Waterden Road in 
Hackney Wick. The riders 
will then race through 
Queen Elizabeth Olympic 
Park, before heading to 
Central London for a final 
sprint up to The Mall. 


Jules Pipe, Mayor 
of Hackney, said: “It’s 
fantastic that such a 
prestigious event is coming 
to East London, and only 
right that it passes through 
Hackney, the capital’s 
number one borough for 
cycling. Seeing cycling’s 
superstars race through our 
streets will hopefully inspire 
even more people to get on 
their bikes and lead more 
active lifestyles. 

“Thousands of spectators 
are expected to descend on 
the borough, potentially 
providing a great boost 
for many local businesses, 
while the Hackney Wick 
area of the Queen Elizabeth 
Olympic Park will take 
centre stage in front of

and finishes in Sheffield on 
6 July. 

Stage three covers 159 
kilometres and passes 
through Cambridgeshire, 
Essex, North and East 
London (taking in 
Redbridge, Waltham 
Forest, Hackney, and 
Newham) and finishes in 
Westminster where the 
winner gets to don the 
yellow jersey, prior to the 
start of the French stages. 

It is the first time the tour 
has returned to UK shores 
since 2007. In anticipation 
of the race, the 2014 
Tour de France Grand 
Depart trophy made an 
appearance at Hackney 
Museum on 1 8 March. 

Children from 


neighbouring schools 
gathered to view it, 
including Polly Hathaway, 
10, Naomi James, 11, and 
Alice Willett, 10, all from 
Queensbridge Primary 
School (pictured above 
centre). Polly said: “I am 
really excited. I like to cycle 
in the park. We did road 
training with our school, 
which was really fun.” 

Alice added: “It’s very 
exciting, I like to cycle, 
and my mum comes 
from France.”

He 
stands at the same vantage 
point so the viewer’s eye is 
focused on the differences. 


‘Continuum’ was not a 
conceptual idea. After a stint 
living away from London 
and not taking photos, 

Chris was at a loss what 
to do creatively. He began 
shooting the same images 
and saw a pattern forming. 

He explains: “They’re like 
descriptions of some civic 
prevarication. Photography 
is one of the only ways you 
can bring the past to life, so 


you notice things you 
wouldn’t normally. 

“You wouldn’t necessarily 
look at the boring details; 
the fabric and textures 
of things. But if you 
photograph them and 
compare the differences, you 
notice everything. They may 
have put new pavements 
down, or the road’s been 
resurfaced, or the tower 
block has been re-clad. Or 
perhaps there are different 
signs up, or nothing is in the 
picture that was there 10 
years ago. It’s all changed, 
but exponentially. The skin 
has changed.”

C LAPTON resident 
and artistic director 
of Shakespeare’s 
Globe, Dominic 
Dromgoole, loves 
the strong sense of 
community, history and 
good food in Hackney. 

Originally from Somerset, 
Dominic moved to the 
borough in 2009 with his 
family. He says: “I started 
enjoying all these different 
textures and all of these 
different histories and 
narratives that pile on top of 
each other in East London. 

“I walk in to work, it’s 
such a nice walk from 
Clapton Pond... to London 
Bridge. It’s like 30 different 
Londons and 30 different 
histories all in one walk 
- it’s really enjoyable and 
consistently surprising.” 

Dominic studied 
English and Classics at 
St Catharine’s College, 
Cambridge, before running 
his own theatre company 
which toured the country. 

His passion for theatre 
led him to become artistic 
director of the Bush 
Theatre, the Oxford 
Stage Company and now 
Shakespeare’s Globe. 

In fact, Dominic is 
currently in rehearsals for 
the Globe’s most ambitious 
production yet: the Globe to 
Globe Hamlet tour, which 
aims to take Shakespeare’s 
most famous work to 


every country in the world, 
including North Korea. 

He explains: “The two 
year tour starts on 23 April 
- Shakespeare’s birthday. 
There will be hairy 
moments, but it will be 
hugely joyous as well.” 

But it’s not just his 
interest in theatre that 
keeps Dominic on his 
toes, last year he opened 
Maeve’s Kitchen on Lower 
Clapton Road, in memory 
of novelist Maeve Binchy, 
a close friend. After she 
passed away in 2012, 
Dominic used money she 
bequeathed to him to open 
the restaurant. 

He says: “The idea was to 
keep it very simple and not 
make it pretentious or fine 
dining. The place is lovely, 
full of joy.” 

Shoreditch-based theatre 
company Punchdrunk 
designed the interior of 
the restaurant, which has 
lured people through its 
doors with cosy, amber 
walls, wooden furniture 
and candles. 

The restaurant has been 
a success, with its simple 
menus consisting of tea 


and cake during the day, 
and one-pot dishes in the 
evening, such as Scottish 
fish stew - cullen skink - 
and chicken and 
sausage hotpot. 

The food is all locally 
sourced using bread from 
E5 Bakehouse; beer from 
Hackney Wick’s Crate 
Brewery and Five Points 
Brewing Company; and 
coffee from Broadway 
Market-based Climpson 
and Sons. 

Dominic thinks the 
green spaces in Hackney 
and the surrounding areas 
differentiate it from other 
areas of London. 

He says: “The sheer 
expanse of the Marshes 
and the great swathe of 
green - all the way up 
through Epping Forest and 
out into the countryside 
- is very liberating for the 
imagination. It gives you a 
lot of energy, you don’t feel 
like you’re being locked in a 
grid of streets you can never 
escape from. 

“I think people think of 
East London as more built 
up and claustrophobic than 
it in fact is. It’s actually quite 
free. I love the Marshes 
and the canal, and it was a 
really nice moment to move 
to Clapton when we came 
because there was this huge 
sense of change in the air 
with investment coming in 
for the Olympics. 

“There were new 
communities coming and 
new creative impulses being 
set free. So, it was a real 
pleasure to be part of that.”

Q: This morning I noticed some people walking 
around with clipboards looking at people’s bins. Were 
they from the Council? What were they doing? 


A: For three weeks the Council is counting the number of 
recycling bags outside properties and checking to see if 
food waste bins are being used. 

Across Hackney, the recycling rate is about 25 per cent. 
Some people recycle a lot more than that, but some do 
not recycle at all. The Council wants to know what the 
situation is like across the borough to help people recycle 
more in the areas where levels are low. 

The data will not be shared with anyone else, but will 
help the Council target future communications to improve 
recycling performance. The monitoring is being done by 
Keep Britain Tidy, on behalf of the Council. 

It costs the Council twice as much to dispose of a bag 
of general rubbish as it does a bag of recycling. The 
cost of disposal increases each year, but the amount of 
money available 
to the Council

THE Council has installed 
100 cycle lockers on 21 
Hackney estates, after 
residents asked for more 
secure parking for their 
bikes. 

These add to the 310 
lockers already installed 
around the borough. They 
are a perfect way to store 
bikes and protect them 
from opportunist thieves, 


bad weather and accidental 
damage. The lockers are 
conveniently located in 
well-lit areas keeping 
corridors and hallways 
clear of obstacles. 

Cara Phillips, who lives 
on Milton Gardens Estate, 
said: “I took up cycling 
after I saw the opportunity 
to hire a locker on my 
estate. For a small annual 


fee I received a secure unit 
to park my bicycle which 
put my mind at ease and 
kept my house clean.” 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, added:

Thierry Noir: A Retrospective

THE man famed for being the first person 
to have painted the Berlin Wall is set to 
exhibit his work in the Howard Griffin 
Gallery, Shoreditch, next month. 

Thierry Noir lived next to the Berlin Wall 
before he had the idea of painting it. He 
said: “I came from France in 1982 without 
any idea of what I wanted to do. I didn’t 
come to paint the wall, it just happened 
that way two years later.”

SEN update 


MAJOR national changes to the way children with 
special education needs (SEN) are supported, are due 
to come into force on 1 September. To help families 
prepare, Hackney Today will feature information 
about services every month. 

New SEN support for families 

A NEW way of assessing and deciding the support that 
children with special educational needs and disabilities 
receive is to be introduced this year. 

Education, Health and Care (EHC) plans, will replace 
the current system of ‘statements’. Instead of focusing 
exclusively on children’s educational attainment, the 
plans will also consider input from health and social care 
services. It will mean attending just one meeting and 
assessment, led by the young person, their family and an 
EHC plan coordinator. The coordinator’s job is to ensure 
representatives from the appropriate departments - 
such as health and social care - are there too. 

EHC plans are expected to be rolled out by the 
Government from September, with statements phased 
out by 201 7. The aim is to create a single document, 
which sets out the support in place to help the young 
person meet their goals. Parents and children will play a 
key role in shaping this, and the plans will be reviewed 
every year. 

Organisations in Hackney have already started working 
together to ensure the smooth roll-out of the changes, 
and to make sure that parents are kept informed. 

In the coming months, Hackney Learning Trust will be 
working with schools and parent groups to explain the 
changes and answer any questions.

O NE hundred years 
ago, on 2 April 
1914, the Geffrye 
Museum in 

Kingsland Road opened 
its doors to the public 
for the first time. 

The building was formerly 
the almshouses of the 
Ironmongers’ Company, 
founded by Sir Robert 
Geffrye in the terms of his 
will of 1703. The almoners 
moved out in the early 
1900s, relocating to Eltham, 
but uncertainty about the 
fate of the almshouses 
provoked a struggle that 
lasted many years to save 
them from destruction. 

It was inevitable the 
Ironmongers would want 
to relocate their pensioners, 
after what had once been 
a pleasant countryside 
location when the institution 
was first established, became 
a badly overcrowded area 
rife with poverty and crime. 

Pressure also came from 
the Shoreditch Vestry in 
1 899, which wanted to 
use the site for a refuse 
destructor and electricity 
generating station. 

Two recently founded 
preservation groups became 
concerned at the possibility 
of the almshouses being 
lost. The Society for the 
Protection of Ancient 
Buildings (SPAB) had been 
formed in 1877 by Arts and 
Crafts movement architect 
Philip Webb and designer 
William Morris to fight 
for the repair rather than 
restoration of old buildings, 
which were often subjected 
to Victorian fantasy ideals 
of the past rather than 
preserved authentically. 


1 00 years of Geffrye 


The National Trust 
had only been formed 
in 1895, just four years 
before the Vestry began 
to put pressure upon the 
Ironmongers’ Company, 
but already had enough 
influence to join with SPAB 
to extract promises from the 
Company that they would 
not sell up. An alternative 
site for the Vestry’s project 
was found in Pitfield Street. 

However, the Company 
soon changed its mind and 
in 1900 put the Kingsland 
Road site up for sale for 
redevelopment. A buyer was 
found in the Peabody Trust, 
the housing association 


and model dwellings 
company formed in 1862 
by American banker George 
Peabody. The Trust planned 
to demolish the old 
almshouses and 


site. Residents valued the 
tree-lined lawns in front of 
the almshouses as a rare 
piece of green open space in 
a borough with no parks. 

Their voices were

agreeing to pay 
the Ironmongers 
£24,000. 

The preservation groups 
were not the only opponents 


to the redevelopment of the 


mmm 

by the Charity 
Commission, 
whose 
permission 
was required 
in order for the 
sale to proceed. 
The Commission 
took notice and permission 
for the sale was refused. 

But the Company appealed 
at the Court of Chancery 


SHOREOITOH TOWN HALL. 
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where they were successful 
and so free to sell the site to 
the Peabody Trust. 

It seemed that the old 
almshouses were finally 
doomed, but at the last 
moment the London 
County Council (LCC) 
came to the rescue, buying 
the site in 1910 in order 
to preserve the grounds 
as an open space for 
public recreation. 

The gardens opened 
two years later, but at first 
the LCC had no plans as 
to what to do with the 
buildings. Once again, 
members of the Arts and 
Crafts movement came 


to the rescue. In 1911, 
they petitioned the LCC 
to develop a new museum 
displaying furniture of ‘a 
fine standard of technical 
and artistic excellence’, for 
which the Kingsland Road 
site, in the centre of what 
was then London’s furniture 
industry quarter, would be 
the ideal location, where it 
could educate and inspire 
the local workforce. 

At first, the Geffrye was 
stocked with examples of 
woodwork and ironwork 
displayed in traditional 
museum style. In 1935 
however, historian Marjorie 
Quennell was appointed 
curator and developed 
instead the idea of a series 
of period rooms, as the old 
craft industries of Shoreditch 
moved away from the area. 
This was continued by her 
successor, Molly Harrison, 
who took over between 
1946 and 1969, and who 
pioneered the modern role 
of education programmes 
in museums. 

Today the refurbished 
period rooms remain the 
nucleus of the Geffrye 
Museum - which continues 
to explore the history of the 
home and interior design, 
and how that has changed 
over the centuries - in this, 
its own century year.

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THIS is the latest in a series of regular recipes courtesy of Waterhouse - an 
eco-friendly restaurant alongside the Regent’s Canal in Shoreditch. 

Sous-chef Lorren Joseph said: “Ackee is the national fruit of Jamaica and one of 
the main ingredients in the dish ackee and saltfish. The fruit is not native to the 
Caribbean island, and is rumoured to have come over on a ship from West Africa. 
Growing up as a child we ate ackee and salt fish for Sunday brunch before church. 
Although it can be eaten anytime, any day of the week.” 



Ackee and saltfish with 
fried dumplings 

Serves 4

Ingredients 

Ackee and saltfish 

•Tinned ackee 

• Mixed sweet peppers 
•1 onion 

•Thyme (quarter bunch picked and 
finely chopped) 

•Garlic 

•Scotch bonnet 1 -2 
•Dried and salted cod. 

Fried dumplings 

•500g plain flour 
•V /2 teaspoons of salt 

• 1 1 0g butter 

• 1 teaspoon sugar 

• 125ml cold water 

• 2 teaspoons of baking powder 

• 250ml veg oil for frying. 


Method 

• Place the cod in water in a pan and bring to the boil. Drain 
off the water to get rid of excess salt, then add boiling water 
again and repeat. Do this about three times 

• Finely dice the onion and add to the frying pan to sweat 
down. Add the garlic when the onions become translucent. 
De-glaze with boiling water. Add thyme, diced scotch 
bonnet and finely diced, sweet peppers till soft 

• Add the cod, stirring gently to not break up the fish too 
much. Take off the heat, and add the drained ackee 

• For the dumplings: in a bowl stir in flour, baking powder, 
salt and sugar. Rub the butter until it forms pea sizes. Mix 
with water, 1 tablespoon at a time, until the mixture is wet 
enough to form into a ball. Knead briefly 

• Heat the oil in a large frying pan on medium heat until hot. 
Break off pieces of dough and shape into patty. Fry until 
golden brown, about three minutes each side. Remove from 
pan and drain on kitchen towel before serving.

Modifications with respect to certain tenancies 

3 In the case of certain tenancies, the position stated above is subject to modifications. The 
modifications apply where the tenancy is either a "minor tenancy” i.e. a tenancy for a year or 
a yearly tenancy or a lesser interest, or "a long tenancy which is about to expire”. The latter 
expression means a tenancy granted for an interest greater than a minor tenancy but having 
on the vesting date a period still to run which is not more than the period specified in the 
declaration for this purpose (which must not be more than a year). In calculating how long a 
tenancy has still to run, where an option to renew or to terminate it is available to either party, 
it shall be assumed that the landlord will take every opportunity open to him to terminate the 
tenancy while the tenant will use every opportunity to retain or renew his interest.
